The window glass Ufting mechpiifsm 
comprises a sensor for measuring tension in the cable. The mech^jtfOTi allows 
measurement of the mechanical stress in one of its parts. This me^jjj'dnent is represented 
by the tension exercised on a window glass drive cable^^ie^ measured without delay. 
Entrapment of an object is determined by dotec^^^ increase in cable tension, detection 
being rapid and allowing limitation^p#''aforce exercised on an object trapped by the 
window glass. A method fo^<[6tOTnining entrapment by a window glass is also provided 
consisting in mga«tmng the tension in a window glass drive cable, comparing the 
measured^^gnsion with an entrapment threshold and determining an object is trapped 
wh^Tthe measured tension exceeds this threshold. The device and method can for 
^xanipJ^Jb^-^fSg^o stop or reverse the drive of the cable by an electric motor. 
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
